The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It would not 
have been obvious to place a closable flap in the region of transition from the circulation 
gas line into the lower section of the reactor chamber, wherein the flap is adapted to 
prevent the penetration of polymer particles into the circulation gas line; having a 
closable flap therein the apparatus as claimed is neither taught nor suggested in the 
prior art of record.
